Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  general 
Health  circumstances  of  the  Borough  of  Ilkeston  for  the  year  1934. 

The  arrangement  of  the  Report  follows  the  plan  of  recent 
years,  and  is  in  the  form  suggested  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

A large  amount  of  valuable  health  work  was  carried  out  during 
the  year.  To  housing  matters  especially  a great  deal  of  time  had 
to  be  devoted.  Sixteen  Clearance  Orders  were  made  and  all  were 
confirmed  after  a Ministry  enquiry.  All  the  houses  have  now  been 
demolished  and  the  occupants  re-housed.  This  was  only  a portion 
of  the  clearance  programme,  and  much  more  remains  to  be  done 
when  building  sites  have  been  acquired.  In  connection  with 
improving  the  health  of  the  people  a great  deal  of  work  of  a broad- 
minded and  large-scale  order  is  called  for,  especially  that  of  an 
educational  nature.  For  this  purpose  more  staff  and  mere  time 
is  necessary. 

I should  like  to  express  my  regret  at  parting  with  the  senior 
sanitary  inspector,  Mr.  J.  B.  Duro,  who  retired  at  the  end  of  January 
after  serving  this  Borough  as  sanitary  inspector  for  nearly  thirty- 
two  years.  He  was  a conscientious  officer  and  his  work,  which 
was  of  a very  high  order,  did  much  to  improve  the  health  of  the 
inhabitants. 

In  September,  Miss  A.  M.  Johnston,  the  Matron  of  the  Isolation 
Hospital,  retired  after  holding  the  position  for  more  than  thirty 
years.  Her  skill  and  devotion  to  her  work  was  greatly  appreciated 
by  hundreds  of  patients. 

I have  to  thank  the  members  of  the  various  Committees  for 
their  inspiring  help  and  support. 

To  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  my  thanks  are  due  for 
their  loyal  assistance  and  hard  work.

Notes  on  Vital  Statistics. 

According  to  the  estimate  of  the  Registrar  General  the  popu- 
lation showed  an  increase  of  201  persons,  and  a proportion  of  this 
increase  is  accounted  for  by  the  extension  of  the  Borough.  A more 
important  figure  to  consider  is  that  representing  the  natural  increase 
of  the  population,  and  is  given  by  the  difference  between  the 
number  of  live  births  and  the  number  of  deaths.  In  1934  there 
were  508  live  biiths  and  348  deaths,  so  that  the  natural  increase 
was  160.  During  1933  the  natural  increase  was  110.  Although 
there  were  3 fewer  births  in  1934  there  were  also  53  fewer  deaths. 
The  lowered  mortality  was  chiefly  due  to  the  absence  of  any  epidemic 
of  either  influenza  or  measles.  As  a consequence  the  deaths  from 
respiratory  diseases  were  less  than  half  the  number  that  occurred 
in  1933.  While  the  birth  rate  remained  at  about  the  same  figure, 
namely  15.5,  the  death  rate  fell  from  12.3  to  10.65. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  showed  a remarkable  drop  from 
78.27  to  55.1.  This  last  figure  of  55.1  deaths  of  infants  under 
1 year  per  1,000  live  births  is  the  lowest  rate  ever  recorded  in  this 
town.  The  number  of  maternal  deaths  from  puerperal  causes  was 
only  3,  but  this  was  sufficient  to  raise  the  maternal  mortality  rate 
from  1.85  to  5.62.  Diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulation  accounted 
for  the  greatest  number  of  deaths,  namely  84,  cancer  and  malignant 
disease  came  second  with  42  deaths,  while  diseases  of  the  respiratory 
system  were  third  with  35  deaths. 
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Deaths  from  Violence. 

The  same  number  of  deaths  from  suicide  occurred  as  in  the 
previous  year,  namely  5.  Four  of  these  were  males  and  all  of  them 
died  by  coal  gas  poisoning.  The  one  female  died  by  drowning. 
There  were  13  deaths  from  violence  apart  from  suicide.  Pit 
accidents  accounted  for  3,  and  another  3 were  due  to  falls  sustained 
by  aged  people.  There  were  only  2 due  to  motor  vehicle  accidents  ; 
of  these  one  was  a pedestrian  and  the  other  the  rider  of  a motor- 
cycle.

SECTION  II. 

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES. 

Hospitals  provided  or  subsidised  by  the  Local  Authority. 

(1)  Fever. — -The  Corporation  Isolation  Hospital  is  situated  at 
Little  Hallam  on  an  excellent  site  with  an  open  aspect.  On  a 
basis  of  144  square  feet  per  bed  it  has  accommodation  for  10 
beds,  though  there  are  actually  18  beds.  Persons  resident 
outside  the  area  have  been  admitted  when  request  has  been 
made.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  the  Medical  Super- 
intendent, and  the  nursing  staff  comprises  a matron,  sister  and 
two  nurses. 

(2)  Small  Pox. — There  is  no  separate  Small  Pox  Hospital.  Cases 
of  Small  Pox  are  treated  in  the  Isolation  Hospital  if  there  are 
no  cases  of  other  infectious  disease. 

(3)  Maternity  Home. — The  Municipal  Maternity  Home  is  situated 
in  Park  Avenue  and  contains  9 beds  for  maternity  cases. 
During  1934  the  number  of  patients  was  142.  The  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  is  the  Medical  Superintendent.  The  Obstetric 
Physician  is  Dr.  P.  Hughes,  and  his  services  are  available  for 
any  patient  who  needs  medical  assistance.  Any  practitioner, 
however,  may  attend  his  own  patient  by  mutual  arrangement. 
The  nursing  staff  consists  of  a matron,  sister  and  two  trained 


nurses. 
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The  above  hospitals  are  under  the  management  of  the  Public 
Health  Committee  of  the  Council. 

Hospitals  provided  by  the  County  Council. 

(4)  Tuberculosis. — The  Sanatorium  at  Penmore  is  for  the  treat- 
ment oi  advanced  female  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis. 
Advanced  male  cases  are  accommodated  at  the  Whitworth 
Hospital.  Other  pulmonary  cases  are  treated  at  the  Walton 
Sanatorium. 

Cases  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  are  treated  at  the 
Bretby  Hall  Orthopaedic  Hospital. 

(5)  Orthopaedic. — Orthopaedic  cases  from  this  area  are  treated  at 
the  Bretby  Hall  Orthopaedic  Hospital.  This  arrangement  is 
part  of  the  approved  orthopaedic  scheme  of  this  Authority. 

(6)  Basford  Institution. — This  former  Poor  Law  Hospital  is 
used  by  persons  resident  in  this  area.  It  is  administered  by 
the  County  Public  Assistance  Committee.  Accommodation  is 
available  for  Unmarried  Mothers,  Illegitimate  Infants  and 
Homeless  Childien. 

Other  Hospitals. 

(7)  The  Derbyshire  Hospital  for  Women. — This  authority  has 
an  arrangement  for  the  admission  of  cases  of  puerperal  fever 
and  puerperal  pyrexia  to  the  above  hospital,  which  is  situated 
in  Derby. 

(8)  Ilkeston  Hospital.- — This  is  a small  voluntary  general  hos- 
pital situated  in  Heanor  Road,  consisting  of  60  beds,  of  which 
14  beds  are  for  children.  It  has  departments  for  X-ray,  ultra- 
violet light,  massage  and  dental  treatment.  It  is  managed  by 
a Board  of  Governors,  and  the  Honorary  Medical  Staff  consists 
of  three  visiting  surgeons  and  three  visiting  physicians  and  a 
dental  surgeon.  There  is  also  a consulting  physician,  a 
consulting  surgeon,  and  a radiologist.

CLINICS  AND  TREATMENTS  CENTRES. 
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Maternity  Home. — This  Home  supplies  an  essential  need  and 
has  continued  to  do  excellent  work.  The  number  of  patients 
treated  was  142.  Overcrowding  has  been  prevented  during  the 
year  by  the  limitation  of  booking.  The  accommodation  both  for 
patients  and  staff  is  far  from  satisfactory.  A new  building  planned 
on  modern  hospital  lines  is  needed  for  continuing  the  fundamentally 
important  work  which  is  carried  out  in  this  Home. 


Isolation  Hospital. — This  hospital  is  admitted  to  be  deficient 
in  accommodation.  Although  for  a number  of  years  it  has  proved 
capable  of  dealing  with  the  incidence  of  infectious  disease  in  an 
average  year,  yet  during  an  epidemic  period  it  would  be  difficult 
to  cope  with  a variety  of  cases  of  different  sexes.  In  accordance 
with  Section  62  of  the  Local  Government  Act,  1929,  the  County 
Council  has  propounded  a scheme  to  close  this  hospital  and  to 
accommodate  the  cases  of  infectious  disease  from  this  Borough  in 
the  hospital  belonging  to  the  Shardlow  Rural  District  situated  at 
Draycott  which  is  eight  miles  away  and  difficult  of  access.  Such 
a scheme  is  likely  to  have  a disastrous  effect  on  the  proper  control 
over  infectious  disease  within  the  Borough.  This  authority,  on 
the  other  hand,  has  expressed  its  willingness  to  build  a new  Isolation 
Hospital  and  plans  have  actually  been  prepared  with  that  object, 
and  it  is  to  be  sincerely  hoped  that  sanction  will  be  forthcoming 
to  anable  the  hospital  to  be  provided  within  the  Borough. 


Ambulance  Facilities. 

(a)  For  Infectious  Cases. — This  Authority  possesses  a Morris 
Commercial  Fever  Ambulance  capable  of  carrying  two  lying 
patients,  and  two  or  three  sitting  patients.  It  is  fitted  with 
a zinc-lined  compartment  for  the  transport  of  infected  bedding. 
This  ambulance  was  acquired  in  1930. 

(b)  For  Non-Infectious  and  Accident  Cases. — A Ford  Ambu- 
lance owned  by  the  Derbyshire  Branch  of  the  British  Red 
Cross  Society  is  kept  at  the  Corporation  garage  and  is  readily 
available  when  needed. 


Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. 

Particulars  with  regard  to  the  various  clinics  are  shown  in 
tabular  form.  There  is  no  day  nursery  and  no  artificial  light  clinic 
belonging  to  this  Authority. 
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Nursing  in  the  Home. 

(a)  General. — Two  Nursing  Associations  exist  in  the  Borough, 
viz.,  the  Ilkeston  and  the  Cotmanhay  Nursing  Associations. 
The  funds  to  support  these  are  raised  by  voluntary  contribu- 
tions and  by  payments  from  patients.  The  nurses  work  under 
the  directions  of  the  local  practitioners. 

(b)  Infectious  Diseases.— The  same  two  Associations  undertake 
the  nursing  of  infectious  diseases  such  as  measles  and  pneu- 
monia. The  Corporation  subsidises  the  Associations  to  the 
extent  of  £20  a year,  and  in  return  the  nurses  undertake  the 
nursing  of  cases  referred  to  them  by  the  local  authority. 

Midwives. 

There  were  11  midwives  practising  in  the  area  during  the  year, 
of  which  9 were  certificated  and  2 were  bona-fide  midwives  practising 
previous  to  1903.  Midwives  are  neither  employed  nor  subsidised 
by  the  Corporation  for  work  in  the  district. 

Registration  of  Maternity  and  Nursing  Homes. 

There  are  no  registered  Homes  in  the  Borough.  During  the 
year  no  applications  were  received  for  the  registration  of  any  Home. 

Laboratory  Facilities. 

The  examination  and  analvsis  of  clinical  material,  water,  milk

and  food  stuffs  is  usually  performed  at  the  bacteriological  and 
chemical  laboratories  belonging  to  the  County  of  Derby.

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SECTION  III. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


Extension  of  Borough. — On  the  1st  April  the  boundaries  of 
the  Borough  were  extended  so  as  to  include  two  added  areas, 
namely  (1)  a portion  of  the  parish  of  Shipley,  which  was  added 
to  the  North  Ward,  and  (2)  a portion  of  the  parish  of  Kirk  Hallam 
which  was  added  to  the  South  Ward.  The  total  areas  amount  to 
335  acres. 


The  Shipley  added  area  consists  of  a strip  of  partly  built-up 
land  bordering  the  west  side  of  Heanor  Road.  Its  area  is  89  acres, 
and  when  taken  over  it  contained  61  houses  and  one  elementary 
school.  There  is  a small  sewage  disposal  works,  which  does  not 
take  the  sewage  from  all  the  houses  owing  to  the  absence  of  sewers 
in  the  Heanor  Road  throughout  the  area.  There  were  41  water 
closets,  20  pail  closets,  51  ashbins,  and  14  ashpits.  Water  is  supplied 
from  the  Ilkeston  piped  water  supply.  A further  extension  of  the 
sewers  is  necessary  in  this  area. 


The  Kirk  Hallam  added  area  consists  of  246  acres,  and  comprises 
the  built-up  village  and  a portion  of  the  main  Spondon  Road  which 
runs  along  a ridge  as  well  as  some  agricultural  land  which  slopes 
down  on  either  side  of  the  ridge.  When  taken  over  the  area 
contained  38  houses,  1 church,  and  1 school,  and  included  several 
farms.  There  were  28  water  closets,  10  pail  closets,  8 privies,  and 
38  ashbins  There  is  an  entire  absence  of  proper  sewers,  and 
consequently  the  area  will  require  sewering  at  an  early  date.  The 
water  is  supplied  from  the  Ilkeston  piped  water  supply. 


Water. — The  water  supply  of  the  Borough  has  been  fully 
described  in  former  Reports.  Water  supply  extensions  of  3-inch 
mains  have  been  laid  down  during  the  year  in  the  following  streets  : 
Kingston  Avenue,  Hexham  Avenue,  Norman  Crescent,  Shipley 
Common  Lane,  West  End  Crescent,  Streets  on  the  South  Ilkeston 
Building  Estate,  Albany  Street  Building  Estate,  and  the  3-inch 
main  supplying  Kirk  Hallam  has  been  taken  over. 
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The  Shipley  reservoir  is  still  out  of  commission  owing  to  the 
extensive  fracture  in  its  walls  caused  by  subsidence  due  to  mining 
operations.  The  only  reservoir  in  use  is  the  new  Marlpool  reservoir 
which  holds  two  million  gallons.  Even  this  new  reservoir  is 
threatened  with  possible  damage  by  mining  operations,  and  steps 
will  have  to  be  taken  to  efficiently  and  unmistakably  safeguard 
this  reservoir  against  any  possible  damage. 

The  quantity  of  the  water  supply  is  a very  satisfactory  feature. 
Although  the  summer  of  1934  was  very  dry  and  a condition  of 
drought  occurred  in  many  parts  of  the  country,  yet  there  was  no 
shortage  of  water  within  the  Borough,  and  no  restriction  had  to 
be  even  considered. 

The  quality  of  the  water  has  remained  satisfactory.  Samples 
of  water  are  frequently  examined  both  chemically  and  bacteriolo- 
gicallv.  The  results  of  a recent  analysis  are  appended.

Sewage  Disposal. — The  Shipley  Sewage  Disposal  Works  and 
sewers  leading  thereto  were  taken  over  on  the  1st  April  from  the 
Basford  Rural  District  Council. 


At  the  Corporation  Sewage  Works  an  experimental  scheme  for 
sludge  digestion  was  completed.  These  newly  conditioned  and 
extended  works  have  given  a satisfactory  effluent. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage. — During  the  year  two  sections  of 
9-inch  and  12-inch  main  sewer  have  been  laid  to  drain  a length 
of  Heanor  Road  from  a point  near  Shipley  Common  Lane  to  just 
beyond  the  Brick  and  Tile  Inn. 


Rivers  and  Streams. — The  work  of  supervising  the  condition 
of  the  rivers  and  streams  in  this  district  is  carried  out  by  the  Trent 
Fishery  Board  and  the  County  Councils  concerned.  The  effluent 
from  the  Corporation  Sewage  Works  is  quite  satisfactory. 
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Closet  Accommodation. — Owing  to  the  extension  of  the  Borough 
the  number  of  privy  middens  had  increased  from  5 to  13  and  the 
number  of  pail  closets  from  166  to  188  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
The  number  of  pail  closets  converted  to  water  carriage  system  was 
two.  No  privy  middens  were  converted.  Further  particulars  are 
given  in  a table  at  the  end  of  this  Report. 


Public  Cleansings — No  alteration  of  the  existing  method  was 
made.  Refuse  removal  is  carried  out  by  a contractor.  Dry  house 
refuse  is  collected  in  covered  lorries,  and  is  all  disposed  of  by  the 
process  of  controlled  tipping.  This  method  is  perfectly  satisfactory 
when  properly  supervised,  and  much  derelict  land  within  the  borough 
has  been  reclaimed  for  useful  purposes.  Sufficient  land  for  tipping 
is  available.  The  contents  of  privies  and  earth  closets  are  collected 
in  covered  iron  filth  carts  by  the  contractor  and  disposed  of  by 
burying  in  trenches.  Cesspools  are  emptied  by  private  arrange- 
ment. Full  particulars  are  given  in  the  table  at  the  end  of  this 
Report. 


A “ Dennis  ” Gulley  Emptier  and  Street  Watering  Machine 
was  purchased  and  put  into  commission  during  the  year.  This 
machine  has  a cylindrical  tank  of  600  gallons  capacity  divided  into 
two  compartments,  one  of  350  gallons  for  sludge  and  the  other  of 
250  gallons  for  clean  water  for  flushing  purposes.  Provision  is 
made  for  using  the  machine  for  channel  and  sewer  flushing  and 
for  street  watering.  The  extra  lengths  of  roads  in  the  added  areas 
which  need  to  be  scavenged  are  County  roads,  1.3  miles,  and  District 
roads,  1 mile. 


Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area. — Details  are  given  in  tabular 
form  in  the  table  headed  Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  District. 


Smoke  Abatement. — During  the  year  smoke  observations  of 
several  premises  were  taken  from  time  to  time,  and  nuisances  were 
remedied  after  serving  informal  notices. 
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Premises  and  Occupations  which  can  be  controlled  by  Byelaws 
or  Regulations. — A list  of  these  and  the  work  done  in  connection 
therewith  is  given  in  the  tabular  report  on  the  Sanitary  Inspection 
of  the  District  under  the  headings  of  Offensive  Trades,  Common 
Lodging  Houses,  Petroleum  Act,  Canal  Boats,  Bakehouses,  Dairies, 
Cowsheds  and  Milkshops  and  Slaughter  Houses. 

Schools.- — As  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  also  the  School 
Medical  Officer  it  is  possible  for  effective  steps  to  be  taken  to  safe- 
guard the  health  of  the  scholars.  This  subject  is  dealt  with  in  the 
School  Medical  Report  which  follows  this  Report. 

Health  Education. — The  Annual  Health  Week  was  held  in 
October  and  the  programme  was  chiefly  confined  to  the  schools. 
A description  of  the  activities  is  given  in  the  School  Repoit  which 
follows  this  Health  Report.

GENERAL  OBSERVATIONS. 

Clearance  and  Demolition. — The  year  was  a strenuous  one  as 
regards  the  work  carried  out  under  the  provisions  of  the  Housing 
Acts.  Sixteen  clearance  orders  were  made  involving  the  demolition 
of  77  houses  and  the  displacement  of  289  persons.  All  the  orders 
were  confirmed  without  varying  the  number  of  houses.  For  the 
purpose  of  re-housing  the  occupants  to  be  displaced  from  the 
clearance  areas,  building  operations  were  begun  on  a pleasantly 
situated  housing  site  on  the  east  side  of  the  Nottingham  Road, 
the  number  of  houses  to  be  erected  being  66.  By  the  end  of  the 
year  18  families  had  been  re-housed  on  the  new  site,  and  6 houses 
in  the  clearance  areas  had  been  demolished. 
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Individual  demolition  orders  were  made  with  respect  to  7 
houses,  and  10  houses  which  were  the  subjects  of  individual  demo- 
lition orders  were  actually  demolished. 


Fumigation. — The  Council  decided  to  make  an  attempt  to 
prevent  their  houses  becoming  infested  with  the  bed-bug,  and  it 
was  therefore  decreed  that  the  furniture  and  belongings  of  every 
family  to  whom  a council  house  had  been  allotted  should  be 
submitted  to  a process  of  fumigation  by  hydrogen  cyanide  gas. 
This  rule  applies  to  all  incoming  tenants  whether  coming  from  a 
house  included  in  a clearance  area  or  subject  to  a demolition  order 
or  not.  The  process  of  fumigation  is  carried  out  under  a contract 
with  a private  firm,  and  stringent  steps  are  taken  to  avoid  any 
risk  of  danger  to  the  occupants  of  the  house.  All  mattresses  and 
bedding  are  not  allowed  to  be  submitted  to  fumigation,  but  are 
subjected  to  steam  disinfection  in  the  disinfector  at  the  Isolation 
Hospital.  It  is  possible  by  this  means  to  collect  the  furniture  and 
bedding  to  fumigate  or  steam  disinfect  it  and  to  return  it  to  the 
new  house  in  the  course  of  one  day.  A charge  of  £1  is  payable 
by  the  tenant  towards  the  cost  of  both  removal  and  fumigation. 
Several  Houses  were  also  fumigated  during  the  year. 


SECTION  V. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Milk  Supply  . — In  this  area  there  are  13  registered  cowkeepers 
who  produce  milk.  60  inspections  have  been  made  to  cowsheds, 
and  7 informal  notices  were  issued.  A list  of  the  contraventions  of 
the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order  which  were  remedied  is  given  in  the 
tables  at  the  end  of  this  Report.  There  are  94  retail  purveyors 
of  milk  and  49  inspections  to  premises  were  carried  out.  There 
are  two  Pasteurising  establishments  which  are  maintained  in  good 
order,  while  there  are  three  dealers  licensed  to  sell  Pasteurised  milk. 
One  dealer  is  licensed  to  sell  Certified  Milk.  In  the  course  of  the 
year  30  samples  of  milk  were  taken  for  the  purpose  of  bacteriological 
examination.  Of  these  24  were  satisfactory  and  6 were  unsatis- 
factory. Three  samples  contained  tubercle  bacilli,  and  the  diseased 
animals  were  subsequently  discovered  and  dealt  with.  Cartographic 
records  are  kept  of  the  results  of  these  bacteriological  examinations 
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of  the  milk  from  each  producer  and  distributor,  and  this  enables 
a close  watch  to  be  kept  on  the  various  sources  of  milk  supply. 
An  improvement  in  the  general  quality  of  the  milk  has  been  noticed. 


Meat  and  Other  Foods. — There  are  5 registered  and  12  licensed 
slaughterhouses  in  the  Borough.  Their  supervision  involves  a large 
amount  of  work  for  the  inspection  of  the  meat  slaughtered  within 
them  is  thoroughly  carried  out.  Foi  this  purpose  2,047  visits  of 
inspection  were  made  by  the  sanitary  inspectors,  who  also  made 
257  visits  of  inspection  to  butchers'  shops,  stalls  and  vehicles. 
Special  attention  is  given  to  food  sold  in  the  open  market.  The 
number  of  bakehouses  on  the  register  is  24,  and  they  were  frequently 
inspected.  To  other  food  preparing  premises  12  visits  were  made. 

In  connection  with  unsound  meat  four  prosecutions  were 
taken  during  the  year,  and  all  were  successful,  although  it  was 
necessary  to  take  one  case  to  the  High  Court.  A list  of  unsound 
food  surrendered  during  the  year  is  given  in  the  report  of  the 
sanitary  inspectors’  work.  The  large  amount  of  bovine  and  pig 
meat  showing  tuberculous  disease  will  be  noticed,  the  total  weight 
being  10,052  lbs.  An  interesting  table  giving  the  other  diseases 
met  with  is  also  appended.  It  is  very  evident  that  the  constant 
and  diligent  inspection  of  all  the  meat  slaughtered  in  the  17  private 
slaughterhouses  is  most  important,  and  for  that  reason  a large 
amount  of  time  is  spent  on  this  work.

Adulteration. — The  various  Acts  in  connection  with  Food  and 
Drugs  are  administered  by  the  County. 

Chemical  and  Bacteriological  Examination  of  Food. — Work 
in  connection  with  this  is  carried  out  in  the  chemical  and  bacteriolo- 
gical laboratories  belonging  to  the  County.  No  prosecutions  were 
undertaken  by  this  Authority. 

Nutrition.— Dissemination  with  regard  to  knowledge  in  nutrition 
is  for  the  most  part  carried  out  in  the  schools  in  connection  with 
health  instruction  and  in  the  science  and  cookery  classes  which 
are  held.  Similar  information  is  imparted  in  the  clinics  and  by 
the  health  visitois. 


SECTION  VI. 

INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

General. — There  was  no  serious  epidemic  during  the  year.  Even 
influenza  and  measles  were  notably  absent.  There  was  a fair 
incidence  of  chicken  pox  of  a mild  type.  The  total  number  of 
notified  cases  of  all  notifiable  diseases  was  249,  of  which  117  were 
cases  of  chicken  pox  and  48  cases  of  tuberculosis.  Apart  from 
these  two  diseases  the  number  Avas  84. 

A stock  of  anti-toxin  sera  is  maintained  in  the  Health  Depart- 
ment for  the  treatment  of  diphtheria,  scarlet  fever,  puerperal  fever, 
and  cerebro-spinal  fever,  and  is  available  gratis  for  the  use  of 
medical  practitioners.  The  members  of  the  staff  in  the  Isolation 
Hospital  are  Schick-tested  and  are  immunised  against  diphtheria 
if  necessary.  There  is  satisfactory  co-ordination  with  the  schools 
with  regard  to  the  occurrence  of  infectious  disease  and  the  exclusion 
of  contacts. 

The  total  number  of  pathological  and  bacteriological  specimens 
which  were  sent  from  this  area  to  the  County  Laboratory  at  Derby 
during  the  year  was  133,  and  of  these  100  were  sent  by  practitioners 
and  33  by  the  Isolation  Hospital. 
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Scarlet  Fever. — The  number  of  cases  notified  was  37,  of  which 
25  were  treated  in  hospital.  All  were  mild  cases. 

Diphtheria. — There  were  14  notifications  and  13  cases  were 
treated  in  the  local  hospital.  One  death  occurred  outside  the 
Borough. 

Enteric  Fever. — No  cases  occurred. 

Cerebro-spinal  Fever. — One  case  was  notified  and  removed  to 
hospital.  This  case  ended  fatally. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia  and  Fever. — One  case  of  puerperal  fever 
was  notified  and  removed  to  hospital,  and  one  case  of  puerperal 
pyrexia  was  notified. 

Prevention  of  Blindness. — No  action  was  taken  under  Section 
66  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1925. 

Cancer. — The  number  of  deaths  from  cancer  was  42,  a decrease 
of  6 on  the  figure  for  last  year.  Facilities  exist  for  obtaining 
skilled  diagnosis  and  specialist  treatment  at  the  neighbouring  large 
hospitals,  and  radium  treatment  can  be  obtained  when  necessary. 
The  accompanying  table  shows  the  particular  organs  affected  in 
the  42  fatal  cases  and  the  relation  to  age  and  sex.

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SECTION  VII. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

There  were  23  deaths  from  tuberculosis  during  the  year,  and 
of  these  18  were  due  to  the  respiratory  form.  Of  these,  4 cases 
were  not  notified. 

The  number  of  cases  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  notified  was 
38,  and  the  number  of  non-respiratory  cases,  i.e.,  disease  of  glands, 
bones  and  joints,  was  10. 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  total  attendances  at  the  tuber- 
culosis dispensary  from  746  to  777.  The  published  tables  show 
the  result  of  the  year’s  work.

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

Ante-Natal  Care. — An  Ante-Natal  Clinic  was  held  on  the  first 
three  Mondays  of  each  month,  and  was  attended  by  the  specialist 
medical  officer,  Dr.  Margaret  Glen  Bott.  The  number  of  sessions 
held  was  36,  and  the  total  attendances  by  patients  was  657.  The 
average  number  of  patients  who  attended  at  each  session  was  18. 
The  individual  number  of  patients  who  attended  during  the  year 
was  201,  and  the  number  of  new  cases  was  177.  All  the  above 
statistics  show  a considerable  increase  on  the  previous  year,  and 
this  is  a sure  indication  that  the  valuable  work  performed  by  the 
clinic  is  highly  appreciated.  Six  women  were  admitted  to  the 
Nottingham  Women’s  Hospital  for  Caesarean  operation,  and  all  of 
these  had  live  babies.  Nine  other  cases  exhibiting  various  com- 
plications were  sent  into  hospital  for  treatment. 

Midwives. — There  were  no  alterations  as  regards  the  employ- 
ment  or  subsidising  of  midwives.  There  were  11  midwives  in  the 
Borough,  ot  which  9 were  certificated  and  2 were  bona-fide  midwives 
practising  previous  to  1903.  The  number  of  births  notified  by 
midwives  was  526. 

Municipal  Maternity  Home. — The  number  of  cases  admitted  to 
the  Home  during  the  year  was  142.  It  is  noticed  that  only  15  of 
these  patients  attended  the  Ante-natal  Clinic  at  Albert  Street.  It 
would  be  more  satisfactory  if  a regular  ante-natal  session  were  held 
at  the  Home  for  the  examination  of  all  booked  patients  by  the 
obstetric  physician  of  the  Home  who  is  liable  to  be  called  in  to 
assist  in  complicated  cases.  The  number  of  patients  who  were 
resident  outside  the  Borough  was  19.

— Notified  still  births  are  enquired  into  by  the 
health  visitors  and  records  are  kept.  During  1934  enquiries  were 
made  into  24  still  births,  and  the  results  are  given  below.

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Puerperal  Pyrexia  and  Puerperal  Fever. — The  services  of  an 
obstetric  consultant  are  available  for  the  purpose  of  giving  a second 
opinion  or  other  assistance  in  complicated  cases.  The  arrangement 
for  the  provision  of  in-patient  treatment  at  the  Derbyshire  Hospital 
for  Women  has  continued,  and  one  patient  was  admitted  during 
the  year  and  made  a good  recovery.  Only  one  case  of  puerperal 
pyrexia  and  one  of  puerperal  fever  were  notified  during  the  year. 

Maternal  Deaths. — Every  case  of  maternal  death  is  enquired 
into  from  a scientific  point  of  view  with  the  object  of  discovering 
if  any  further  preventive  measures  can  be  adopted.  Three  maternal 
deaths  occurred  during  the  year,  of  which  two  were  due  to  eclampsia 
and  one  was  due  to  puerperal  sepsis.  As  a result  of  these  the 
maternal  mortality  rate  per  1,000  births  was  5.62. 


Infantile  Deaths.' — The  deaths  of  infants  under  the  age  of  one 
year  aie  also  made  the  subject  of  enquiry  by  the  health  visitors, 
who  subsequently  report  to  the  medical  officer.  The  number  of 
deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  was  28,  a remarkably  low  figure, 
and  the  infantile  mortality  rate  per  1,000  live  births  was  55.1  This 
is  the  iowrest  rate  ever  recorded  in  this  Borough,  and  is  a reliable 
sign  that  the  year  was  a healthy  one.  A noteworthy  fact  is  that 
only  one  infant  died  from  diarrhoea,  although  the  summer  was 
exceptionally  hot  and  dry.  In  former  years  previous  to  the 
establishment  of  child  welfare  schemes,  similar  climatic  conditions 
would  have  caused  a high  mortality  among  infants  due  to  summer 
diarrhoea.  The  following  table  classifies  the  causes  of  infant

Free  Supply  of  Milk. — Under  the  provisions  of  the  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Act,  1918,  free  milk  was  issued  in  necessitous 
cases  to  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  to  children  under  5 
years  of  age  recommended  by  medical  officers.  In  all  cases 
enquiries  are  made  into  the  means  of  the  family  and  issues  are  made 
in  accordance  with  an  approved  scale.  The  number  of  applications 
in  respect  of  which  milk  was  issued  was  1 ,358,  and  the  approximate 
cost  was  £445. 
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Children’s  Act,  1908. — Arrangements  have  been  made  by  which 
the  health  visitors  perform  the  work  of  Infant  Protection  Visitors 
in  their  several  districts,  and  the  medical  officer  of  health  is  the 
officer  to  whom  notices  under  Part  I.  of  the  Act  must  be  sent. 
During  the  year  there  have  been  no  children  coming  within  the 
provisions  of  Part  I.  of  this  Act. 

Orthopaedic  Treatment. — An  approved  orthopaedic  scheme  is 
in  operation.  The  services  of  the  orthopaedic  surgeon  are  available 
for  consultation  by  medical  practitioners  in  cases  of  crippling 
diseases.  The  ascertainment  of  crippled  children  under  school  age 
is  carried  out  both  at  the  child  welfare  clinic,  and  also  by  means 
of  the  routine  visits  of  the  health  visitors  who  report  to  the  medical 
officer.  A consultation  clinic  was  held  from  time  to  time  at  which 
crippled  children  were  seen  by  the  orthopaedic  surgeon  and  advice 
was  given  as  regards  treatment  and  after  care.  In-patient  treat- 
ment is  available  at  the  Bretby  Hall  Orthopaedic  Hospital,  and 
financial  help  is  given  in  necessitous  cases.  One  child  under  school 
age  received  in-patient  treatment  during  the  year.  Much  valuable 
orthopaedic  work  is  also  being  done  as  formerly  by  the  neighbouring 
voluntary  hospitals. 

Institutional  Provision. — There  are  no  changes  in  the  arrange- 
ments for  institutional  provision  in  the  cases  of  unmarried  mothers, 
illegitimate  infants,  and  homeless  children.

One  school  nurse,  Miss  Gardiner,  resigned  in  August  in  order  to 
get  married.  She  had  been  with  this  Authority  for  nearly  four 
years  and  her  keen  and  devoted  services  to  this  Department  will 
be  greatly  missed.  Her  successor  is  Miss  A.  R.  McWhinney,  who 
joined  the  staff  on  the  1st  November. 

By  the  departure  of  the  former  Director  of  Education,  Mr.  T. 
Frost,  the  school  medical  department  has  lost  a good  friend  and  a 
staunch  supporter  who  used  his  talents  to  further  every  scheme 
designed  to  assist  the  good  health  of  the  scholars.  A hearty 
welcome  is  offered  to  the  new  Director,  Mr.  W.  A.  Scarr,  with  an 
assured  feeling  that  the  same  interest  and  valuable  support  will  be 
forthcoming. 


II— CO-ORDINATION. 

(a)  The  Infant  and  Child  Welfare  Scheme  of  the  Local  Authority 
is  co-ordinated  with  the  School  Medical  Service  in  that  the  school 
nurses  are  also  health  visitors.  The  records  of  all  infants  and 
children  under  school  age  which  have  been  prepared  both  as  a 
result  of  systematic  visits  to  the  homes,  and  also  after  the  visits 
of  children  brought  to  see  the  Medical  Officers  at  the  Child  Welfare 
Clinics,  are  available  for  the  use  of  the  School  Medical  Staff.  On 
the  other  hand,  information  discovered  at  routine  medical  inspec- 
tions which  is  likely  to  be  valuable  with  regard  to  younger  children 
of  the  same  family  under  school  age  is  made  use  of  in  child  welfare 
work. 

(b)  Debilitated  children  under  school  age  come  within  the  pur- 
view of  the  school  nurses  when  acting  as  health  visitors,  and 
particulars  about  any  exceptional  child  are  reported  to  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  who  is  also  the  School  Medical  Officer.  The  latter 
endeavours  to  see  that  appropriate  treatment  is  obtained  for  the 
child  and  all  records  are  at  hand  when  the  child  reaches  school  age. 
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III.— THE  SCHOOL  MEDICAL  SERVICE  IN  RELATION 
TO  PUBLIC  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS. 

School  Hygiene. — -The  original  elementary  schools  of  this  Aiea 
have  been  described  in  previous  Reports  and  there  is  little  to  add 
to  former  remarks.  In  several  schools  the  lighting  equipment 
needs  periodical  overhauling.  Some  of  the  old  pattern  of  desks  still 
remain,  but  are  gradually  being  replaced  by  new  ones.  On  the  1st 
April  two  new  schools  were  added  to  this  Area,  consequent  upon 
the  boundaries  of  the  Borough  being  enlarged. 

Kirk  Hallam  School  is  pleasantly  situated  in  the  village  of  Kirk 
Hallam  and  has  accommodation  for  59  mixed  juniors  and  infants. 
The  school  is  well  lighted  and  ventilated  and  is  satisfactorily  fitted 
out  with  desks  and  blackboards.  The  playgrounds  are  small  but 
have  a good  surface.  There  is  no  sewer  at  present  and  this  is  the 
only  school  possessing  pail  closets.  The  water  for  drinking  and 
washing  is  derived  from  the  Ilkeston  town  water  supply. 

Shipley  School  is  the  other  new  school  and  has  accommodation 
for  196  mixed  juniors  and  infants.  It  occupies  a splendidly 
elevated  position  close  to  the  Heanor  Road,  and  is  airy  and  well- 
lighted  naturally.  The  tabiic  is  at  present  suffering  from  subsidence 
due  to  the  workings  of  coal  mines  and  the  walls  exhibit  several 
cracks.  The  position  is  not,  however,  considered  to  be  serious 
and  the  damage  can  be  repaired  when  the  subsidence  comes  to  an 
end.  The  desks  and  other  equipment  are  satisfactory.  Drinking 
and  washing  water  comes  from  the  Ilkeston  town  supply.  The 
lavatories  possess  a water  carriage  system.  The  asphalte  play- 
grounds are  in  a satisfactory  condition.  Close  to  the  school  there 
are  gardens  for  the  use  of  the  scholars  and  a convenient,  though 
small,  playing  field. 

IV.— MEDICAL  INSPECTION. 

Routine  Inspection. — Every  child  undergoes  a routine  medical 
inspection  three  times  in  the  course  of  school  life.  In  order  to 
accomplish  this  three  age  groups  are  inspected  every  year.  The 
age  groups  are  those  laid  down  by  the  Board  and  are  as  follow's  : — • 

(1)  Entrants,  i.e.,  those  children  who  had  been  enrolled  since 
the  last  medical  inspection,  or  who  for  some  reason  had  never 
been  previously  inspected. 

(2)  Intermediates,  i.e.,  those  children  whose  eighth  birthday 
occurred  during  the  year. 
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(3)  Leavers,  i.e.,  those  children  who  were  over  twelve  but 
under  thirteen  on  the  1st  January,  or  who  were  due  to  leave 
at  the  end  of  the  term  and  had  not  been  examined  since  reaching 
the  age  of  twelve. 

Every  term  one  of  the  above  age  groups  is  examined.  The 
“ entrants  ” at  the  infant  schools  are  examined  during  the  summer 
term  because  there  are  fewer  absentees  during  that  term  owing  to 
the  fact  that  the  schools  are  usually  free  from  serious  epidemic 
disease  in  the  summer  months.  The  “ leavers  ” are  examined 
during  the  spring  term  so  as  to  allow  plenty  of  time  to  complete 
the  remedy  of  any  physical  defects  which  ma}^  be  found. 

The  “ intermediates  ” are  examined  in  the  winter  term.  The 
routine  inspections  have  always  taken  place  in  the  schools,  and 
the  Board’s  schedule  of  medical  inspection  has  been  followed. 

Re-inspections. — Those  children  who  have  been  found  to  be 
suffering  from  some  defect  at  a former  inspection  are  re-inspected 
at  their  respective  schools  every  year  in  order  to  find  out  if  satis- 
factory improvement  has  been  made,  and  the  parents  are  asked 
to  obtain  any  further  treatment  which  may  be  necessary. 

Special  Inspections. — Medical  inspection  of  special  cases  has  also 
been  carried  out  at  the  school  clinic  on  two  mornings  a week.  Children 
are  brought  there  by  their  parents  for  advice,  or  are  sent  by  the 
teachers  if  they  suspect  that  the  children  show  any  departure  from 
health.  The  school  nurses  and  school  attendance  officers  also  send 
children  to  the  clinic  if  they  are  absent  from  school  and  appear  to 
be  in  need  of  medical  advice  and  treatment. 


V— FINDINGS  OF  MEDICAL  INSPECTION. 

(a)  Malnutrition.— During  the  various  routine  and  special 
inspections  the  number  of  children  found  to  be  suffering  from  a 
severe  degree  of  malnutrition  was  25. 

( b ) Uncleanliness. — The  number  oi  children  recorded  as  being 
unclean  either  in  person  or  in  dress  was  272.  A table  is  given  as  in 
former  years  and  it  will  be  noted  that  there  is  a distinct  increase  in 
the  number  and  percentage  of  cases  of  uncleanliness.  This  increase 
is,  however,  partly  due  to  the  fact  that,  in  accordance  with  instruc- 
tions from  the  Board,  the  slighter  cases  of  uncleanliness  have  also 
been  included  as  well  as  the  more  obvious  cases.

(c)  Minor  Ailments  and  Skin  Diseases. — The  minor  ailments 
were  of  the  usual  kind.  The  incidence  of  the  three  commonest 
skin  diseases  is  shown  in  the  accompanying  table.  Impetigo  and 
scabies  cases  were  few  in  number,  being  28  and  6 respectively.  But 
there  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  ringworm,  namely  9. 
The  children  suffering  from  this  complaint  all  lived  in  two  circum- 
scribed areas  although  they  attended  various  schools.  This  fact 
shows  that  the  contagion  was  spread  during  playtime  rather  than 
during  school  hours.

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(d)  Visual  Defects  and  External  Eye  Disease. — There  was  a 
slight  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  inflammatory  diseases  of 
the  eye,  namely  56,  as  against  48  in  the  previous  year.  Thirty-three 
cases  of  squint  were  discovered  at  routine  inspections.  During 
routine  and  special  inspections  the  number  of  children  found  to  have 
visual  defects  was  127  ot  which  94  required  treatment.  The 
incidence  of  defective  vision  at  routine  inspections  was  6.6  per 
cent. 

(e)  Nose  and  Throat  Defects. — During  routine  examination  of 
the  three  age  groups  the  number  of  children  found  to  have  chronic 
enlargement  of  the  tonsils  or  adenoids  or  both  was  263,  compared 
with  382  in  1933.  The  number  of  such  cases  found  during  special 
inspections  was  79  compared  with  91  in  the  previous  year.  The 
other  important  defects  were  chiefly  acute  catarrhal  conditions  which 
were  seen  during  special  inspections  at  the  clinic. 

(f)  Ear  Disease  and  Defective  Hearing. — The  number  of  children 
who  were  treated  during  the  year  for  discharging  ears  was  60  as 
against  40  in  the  preceding  year.  This  increase  in  the  incidence  of 
middle  ear  disease  was  almost  certainly  due  to  a recent  policy  of 
observing  children  with  enlarged  tonsils  and  adenoids  for  a longer 
period  before  recommending  operation  for  removal.  The  number  of 
cases  of  serious  defective  hearing  found  at  both  routine  and  special 
inspections  was  24.  One  holds  the  opinion,  however,  that  there 
are  quite  a large  number  of  children  suffering  from  various  degrees 
of  deafness,  but  these  cases  cannot  be  properly  ascertained  nor 
investigated  without  the  help  of  the  apparatus  known  as  the 
audiometer.  Systematic  testing  with  such  an  apparatus  would  be 
well  worth  while. 

(g)  Dental  Defects.  — During  the  year  the  school  dentist  inspected 
2,648  children  and  of  this  number  2,531  were  found  to  need  treat- 
ment, i.e.,  95.5  per  cent. 

(h)  Orthopaedic  and  Postural  Defects.— 52  children  were  found 
to  be  suffering  from  these  delects  at  routine  and  special  inspections. 
Of  these,  22  defects  were  due  to  rickets  and  1 was  due  to  tuberculosis. 

(i)  Heart  Disease  and  Rheumatism. — At  the  end  of  the  year  the 
number  of  children  known  to  be  suffering  from  heart  disease  of 
an  organic  nature  was  40.  Congenital  malformation  of  the  heart 
was  the  cause  in  7 cases.  The  remaining  33  cases  were  suspected 
to  be  due  to  rheumatism. 
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(j)  Tuberculosis. — The  number  of  new  cases  among  school 
children  notified  during  the  year  was  8 of  which  5 were  pulmonary 
cases.  The  other  three  were  affections  of  the  gland  , cervical  spine 
and  meninges  respectively. 

(k)  Other  defects  and  diseases. — At  routine  inspections  this  class 
numbered  22,  but  at  special  inspections  at  the  clinic  the  number 
of  such  cases  was  468.  The  commonest  defects  among  the  latter 
number  were  catarrhal  conditions. 


VI  — FOLLOWING  UP. 

Whenever  at  routine  medical  inspection  a child  is  found  to  be 
suffering  from  any  defect,  a special  card  is  made  out  and  the  child 
is  seen  periodically  during  the  year.  A record  is  kept  of  the  con- 
dition, and  whether  treatment  recommended  has  been  carried  out. 
The  school  nurses  also  visit  these  children  when  necessary  for  the 
purpose  of  following  up  the  recommendations  for  treatment 
During  the  year  the  school  nurses  made  82  visits  with  regard  tc 
defects  found  at  medical  inspections,  and  152  visits  to  the  parents 
of  children  who  were  found  to  be  suffering  from  dental  defects. 
The  number  of  visits  paid  in  order  to  persuade  parents  to  obtain 
glasses  for  children  with  defective  vision  was  89. 

Certain  children  with  defects  such  as  running  ears,  enlarged 
glands,  skin  diseases,  etc.,  attend  the  clinic  regularly  as  specials, 
and  their  progress  is  carefully  watched.  In  addition,  the  medical 
officer  keeps  a record  of  all  exceptional  children  and  examines 
them  from  time  to  time  and  notes  their  progress. 

The  schools  are  visited  about  every  three  months  by  the  school 
nurses  for  the  purpose  of  inspecting  the  pupils  for  cleanliness. 
During  the  year  13,919  examinations  were  made.  The  school 
nurses  also  visit  the  homes  of  those  children  who  are  found  to  be 
absent  by  the  school  attendance  officers  and  appear  to  be  in  bad 
health.  By  this  means  infectious  disease  is  often  discovered.  The 
senior  school  nurse  attends  tne  clinics  daily  for  the  treatment  of 
minor  ailments,  and  assists  the  medical  officer  and  school  dentist 
during  the  special  sessions. 

The  following  table  gives  a summary  of  the  work  of  the  school 
nurses  duiing  1934  :

VII.— ARRANGEMENTS  FOR  TREATMENT. 

(a)  Malnutrition. — During  routine  inspections  and  special  inspec- 
tions at  the  clinic  the  parents  of  children  who  are  malnourished  are 
advised  as  to  what  steps  to  take.  If  further  investigation  of  a 
scientific  nature  is  required,  the  children  are  referred  to  the  special 
clinics  or  neighbouring  hospitals.  In  this  way  some  incipient 
disease  is  often  discovered.  In  cases  where  it  is  suspected  that 
the  children  are  not  receiving  a sufficient  quantity  of  food  owing  to 
poverty,  they  are  recommended  to  attend  the  school  canteen.  In 
these  cases  rapid  improvement  often  follows.  There  are,  however, 
many  factors  concerning  malnutrition  which  are  outside  the  strict 
control  of  the  medical  department.  For  instance  a child  may  be 
suffering  from  such  serious  dental  trouble  that  the  proper  mastica- 
tion of  food  is  quite  impossible,  yet  the  parent  cannot  be  compelled 
to  submit  the  child  to  dental  treatment.  Often  the  home  discipline 
and  general  up-bringing  is  at  fault.  After  being  pampered  as  a 
baby  the  child  develops  the  trait  of  “ negativism  ” and  revels  in 
focussing  the  attention  of  all  the  family  on  itself  by  refusing  one  or 
other  of  the  common  wholesome  articles  of  food.  Some  children 
assert  that  they  do  not  like  milk,  some  will  not  eat  fruit  or  vegetables 
and  others  will  not  eat  fish  or  meat.  Can  anything  be  done  for 
these  cases  ? Success  is  not  very  likely  as  long  as  the  child  remains 
in  its  own  home  surroundings.  And  as  a matter  of  fact  it  has  been 
our  experience  to  note  over  and  over  again  that  when  these  children 
with  pronounced  dislikes  are  admitted  to  hospital  with  some  infec- 
tious complaint  their  dislike  to  a certain  kind  of  food  is  firmly 
broken  down.  This  is  brought  about  by  the  atmosphere  of  discipline 
in  the  hospital,  by  the  absence  of  fuss,  and  also  to  a large  extent  by 
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the  healthy  example  ot  the  other  children  in  the  same  ward  who 
eat  what  they  are  given  without  question.  The  result  is  that 
children  who  are  often  emaciated  on  admission  leave  the  hospital 
at  the  end  ot  their  stay  looking  fat  and  well  and  trained  to  eat 
every  common  article  of  diet,  much  to  the  delight  of  the  parents. 
In  our  opinion,  therefore,  the  best  method  of  treating  severe  cases 
of  malnutrition  is  to  submit  the  children  to  a stay  in  a hospital  for 
a few  weeks.  It  might  be  difficult  to  obtain  the  consent  of  some 
parents,  but  there  are  many  who  would  be  only  too  willing  and  would 
gladly  contribute  to  the  cost  of  maintenance.  Such  a scheme  was 
very  successful  in  this  Area  some  years  ago. 

(b)  (c)  Uncleanliness,  Minor  Ailments  and  Diseases  of  the  Skin. — 

Arrangements  for  treating  these  cases  exist  in  the  school  clinic. 
A certain  number  also  attend  the  hospitals. 

(d)  Visual  Defects  and  External  Eye  Diseases. — The  School 
Ophthalmic  Surgeon  visits  the  school  clinic  at  regular  intervals 
to  examine  the  cases  of  visual  defect  and  to  prescribe  treatment. 
During  the  year  spectacles  were  ordered  for  91  children  and  the 
number  of  children  who  had  obtained  spectacles  at  the  end  of  the 
year  was  81.  This  clinic  is  popular  with  the  parents  and  is  doing 
excellent  service.  There  are  also  arrangements  for  treating  cases 
of  squint  at  the  Derbyshire  Hospital  for  Sick  Children  under  the 
same  Ophthalmic  Surgeon  who  attends  the  clinic.  There  are  special 
eye  hospitals  in  the  vicinity  where  other  diseases  of  the  eye  can  be 
treated.  This  Authority  has  a scheme  for  assisting  necessitous 
parents  to  obtain  spectacles  either  free  or  at  a reduced  price.  During 
the  year  26  children  received  free  spectacles  and  4 obtained  spectacles 
at  a reduced  price. 

(e)  Nose  and  Throat  Defects.  — The  arrangement  with  the 
Nottingham  Throat,  Ear  and  Nose  Hospital  for  undertaking  the 
opeiation  for  removal  of  tonsils  and  adenoids  has  continued  satis- 
factorily. The  number  of  cases  undergoing  the  operation  was  78. 
Other  defects  of  the  nose,  throat  and  ear  are  also  referred  to  this 
hospital  when  necessary. 

(/)  Ear  Disease  and  Defective  Hearing.— Many  cases  are  treated 
at  the  school  clinic  while  others  requiring  operation  are  referred  to 
the  special  hospitals. 

(g)  Dental  Defects. — These  defects  are  treated  at  the  school 
clinic  by  the  part-time  school  dentist.  Children  from  the  age  of 
seven  years  upwards  receive  routine  treatment  and  during  the  year 
1,469  were  treated.  The  total  number  of  attendances  made  by 
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children  was  3,658.  With  the  taking  in  of  so  many  age  groups  the 
time  is  now  ripe  for  the  appointment  of  a whole-time  school  dentist. 
At  present  it  takes  approximately  fourteen  months  to  complete  the 
round  of  the  schools  and  it  is  very  desirable  that  the  children  should 
receive  more  frequent  treatment. 

(h)  Orthopaedic  and  Postural  Defects. — -This  Authority’s  ortho- 
paedic scheme  provides  for  the  regular  visit  of  the  School  Ortho- 
paedic Surgeon  to  hold  clinics.  Cases  that  need  in-patient  treatment 
are  admitted  into  Bretby  Hall  Orthopaedic  Hospital  and  6 patients 
were  treated  there  during  the  year.  Other  children  attend  the 
General  Hospitals  in  the  neighbouring  towns. 

(i)  Heart  Disease  and  Rheumatism. — Advice  is  given  to  the 
parents  at  routine  inspection  or  at  the  clinic  and  those  children 
requiring  treatment  are  referred  to  their  own  practitioners  or  to 
the  various  general  hospitals.  It  is  often  difficult  to  obtain  the 
prolonged  rest  that  is  so  necessary. 

(j)  Tuberculosis. — The  Derbyshire  County  Council  carry  out 
treatment  for  tuberculosis  and  maintain  a local  Dispensary,  to 
which  suspected  cases  are  sent  for  investigation.  Sanatorium 
treatment  is  provided  for  both  pulmonary  and  non-pulmonary 
cases.  Five  children  received  Sanatorium  treatment  during  the 
year. 

(k)  Other  Defects  and  Diseases. — These  cases  are  referred  for 
treatment  to  private  practitioners  or  to  the  appropriate  hospitals. 

VIII.— INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

The  suggestions  of  the  Memorandum  on  Closure  and  Exclusion 
from  School  are  followed.  All  children  known  to  be  suffering  from 
infectious  diseases  are  excluded  from  school  by  the  certificate  of 
the  school  medical  officer,  and  contacts  are  also  excluded  for  the 
requisite  period.  All  absentee  children  who  are  likely  to  be  suffering 
from  infectious  disease  are  visited  by  the  school  nurses  and  also 
by  the  medical  officer  if  necessary.  There  was  no  serious  incidence 
of  infectious  disease,  and  no  school  or  department  had  to  be  closed 
during  the  year. 

On  the  occurrence  of  a case  of  infectious  disease  in  a school  an 
examination  is  made  of  the  class  mates  with  the  object  of  discovering 
a possible  carrier  of  infection,  and  for  this  purpose  swabs  are  taken 
if  necessary.  Importance  is  attached  to  the  proper  spacing  of 
children  within  the  class  and  the  need  of  flushing  the  classroom 
periodically  with  fresh  air. 
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Apart  from  tuberculosis  there  were  108  cases  of  infectious 
disease  among  school  children  during  the  year,  namely  : — Chicken 
Pox  71,  Scarlet  Fever  26,  Diphtheria  8 and  Pneumonia  4. 

There  were  about  40  cases  of  whooping  cough  and  practically  no 
measles. 


IX—  OPEN-AIR  EDUCATION. 

There  is  no  open-air  school  within  the  Area,  and.  no  school 
possesses  specific  open-air  classrooms.  Playground  classes  are  held 
during  favourable  conditions  and  drill  and  games  take  place  in  the 
open  air. 

During  August  82  children  attended  a camp  for  one  week  at 
Sutton-on-Sea,  the  party  consisting  of  46  girls  and  36  boys.  This 
camp  was  held  under  the  auspices  of  the  Derbyshire  Schools  Camping 
Association.  The  Ilkeston  Rotary  Club  paid  for  the  expenses  of 
10  of  the  children.  Periodical  school  journeys  to  various  places  of 
interest  were  made  during  the  year. 

X.— PHYSICAL  TRAINING. 

Physical  Exercises.— There  is  no  Area  Organiser.  The  physical 
exercises  in  the  schools  form  part  of  the  regular  curiiculum  and  are 
taught  by  teachers  who  have  received  special  training.  The  schools 
are  fairly  well  provided  with  apparatus  and  the  exercises  are  suited 
to  the  capacity  of  the  scholars.  The  Medical  Officer  frequently 
watches  the  games  and  exeicises. 

Organised  Games. — In  the  Winter  the  boys  play  football  and  in 
Summer  cricket.  The  girls  play  hockey  in  Winter  and  tennis  in  the 
Summer.  Netball  and  other  games  are  played  in  the  playground 
when  the  conditions  are  suitable.  Playing  fields  are  available  for 
all  junior  and  senior  schools,  but  are  situated  at  a long  distance 
from  a few  of  the  schools.  Athletic  Sports  are  held  in  the  Summer. 
A spirit  of  rivalry  is  fostered  by  holding  inter -school  league  matches. 

Swimming. — Organised  swimming  classes  form  a part  of  the 
curriculum  and  every  endeavour  is  made  to  encourage  the  children 
to  learn  to  swim.  Learner’s  certificates  were  granted  to  173  pupils 
during  the  year.  The  test  for  this  certificate  is  to  be  able  to  swim 
20  yards  with  the  breast  stroke.  Seventy-four  1st  Class  certificates 
weie  given  to  those  children  who  were  able  to  swim  50  yards  with 
the  bieast  stroke  and  25  yards  on  the  back.  While  103  2nd  Class 
certificates  were  given  to  children  who  proved  their  ability  to  swim 
40  yards  with  the  breast  stroke  and  20  yards  on  the  back. 
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XI—  PROVISION  OF  MEALS. 

School  Canteen.- — For  those  children  who  are  recommended  by 
teachers  and  confirmed  by  the  school  medical  officer  as  suffering 
from  malnutrition  which  is  such  as  to  prevent  them  from  deriving 
lull  benefit  from  the  instruction  given  in  the  schools,  a school 
canteen  is  established  at  the  cookery  school  situated  at  Gladstone 
School  in  the  centre  of  the  town.  The  Medical  Officer  also  selects 
cases  cf  malnutrition  whom  he  may  find  either  during  medical 
inspection  or  from  those  referred  to  him  at  the  clinic  and  recommends 
their  attendance  at  the  feeding  centre. 

Two  meals  are  given  a day,  namely,  breakfast  and  dinner,  and 
the  centre  is  open  to  all  through  the  holidays,  but  not  on  Sundays. 
The  average  daily  attendance  was  84  and  the  number  of  individual 
children  for  whom  meals  were  provided  was  127.  The  average  cost 
per  meal  was  3d.  when  all  expenses,  including  the  cost  of  con- 
veyance, were  taken  into  account,  though  the  average  cost  per  meal 
for  food  only,  was  lfd.  The  tram  fares  of  children  who  attend 
from  a distance  are  paid  by  the  Authority. 

The  school  canteen  is  doing  remarkably  good  work  for  the  benefit 
of  the  children  of  necessitous  parents.  Its  scope  has  doubled 
during  the  last  two  years,  the  average  daily  attendance  having 
increased  from  39  to  84,  and  individual  number  of  children  having 
risen  from  64  to  127.  It  is  deserving  of  more  commodious  and 
suitable  premises.  The  food  is  nourishing  and  well  cooked.  The 
canteen  is  periodically  visited  by  the  School  Medical  Officer  who 
revises  the  menu  from  time  to  time. 

Provision  of  Milk. — Under  the  provisions  of  the  scheme  organised 
by  the  National  Milk  Publicity  Council  milk  is  now  available  at 
all  the  schools  except  two.  Only  pasteurised  milk  is  used  and  it  is 
distributed  in  bottles  containing  one-third  of  a pint  at  a cost  to 
the  children  of  one-halfpenny.  It  is  issued  under  school  arrange- 
ments in  the  middle  of  the  morning  session  and  about  half  the 
number  of  pupils  take  advantage  of  the  supply.  A scheme  has  also 
been  sanctioned  for  the  issue  of  free  milk  to  the  children  of  necessi- 
tous parents.  Needless  to  say  the  milk  is  analysed  from  time  to 
time  and  bactericlogically  tested. 

XII.— CO-OPERATION  OF  PARENTS,  TEACHERS,  SCHOOL 
ATTENDANCE  OFFICERS  AND  VOLUNTARY  BODIES. 

(a)  Parents.— Before  a routine  medical  inspection  is  held,  the 
parents  of  the  children  to  be  examined  are  notified,  and  an  oppor-

tunity  is  given  for  them  to  be  present.  On  the  whole,  the  attendance 
of  parents  at  inspections  is  satisfactory,  and  is  especially  good  in 
certain  schools.  The  attendance  of  parents  at  the  routine  inspections 
of  the  three  different  categories  of  children  held  during  the  year  was 
as  follows  : — Entrants,  91  per  cent.  ; Intermediates,  69  per  cent.  ; 
and  Leavers,  39  per  cent.  When  a child  is  found  to  be  defective 
the  parent  is  notified  and  informed  of  the  treatment  recommended. 
If  the  parent  does  not  consent  to  treatment  within  a short  time, 
the  school  nurse  pays  a visit  and  points  out  to  the  parent  the  need 
for  treatment,  and  the  method  of  obtaining  treatment  suitable 
to  the  special  case.  When  necessary,  these  visits  are  repeated  and 
are  the  most  successful  means  of  gaining  the  co-operation  of  the 
parents. 

In  the  large  majority  of  cases  no  fault  can  be  found  with  the 
manner  in  which  the  parents  are  willing  to  co-operate.  In  a small 
number  of  cases,  however,  a good  deal  of  encouragement  and 
diligent  following-up  is  necessary. 

(b)  Teachers. — It  is  manifest  that  the  teachers  take  a keen 
interest  in  the  health  of  their  pupils  and  are  ready  to  assist  the  school 
medical  department  in  every  way  they  can.  They  co-operate  in 
the  preparation  of  various  lists  of  children  and  in  making  arrange- 
ments for  inspections  and  suffer  considerable  inconvenience  owing 
to  the  absence  of  proper  facilities  for  medical  inspection  at  most 
schools.  Special  instructions  are  often  given  regarding  individual 
scholars  and  the  teachers  can  always  be  relied  on  to  supervise  and 
to  render  them  effective. 

(c)  School  Attendance  Officers.— During  the  year  the  superin- 
tendent has  supplied  the  medical  department  with  lists  of  absent 
children.  The  children  are  then  visited  by  the  school  nurses  and 
the  result  is  communicated  to  the  school  attendance  officers.  The 
list  is  also  reviewed  by  the  Medical  Officer,  who  can  in  this  way  keep 
himself  informed  with  regard  to  the  incidence  of  any  disease  among 
the  school  children.  Reports  showing  the  weekly  attendance  at 
the  different  schools  have  also  been  furnished  so  that  the  reason  for 
any  unusually  poor  attendance  could  be  investigated.  The  attend- 
ance officers  also  send  to  the  clinic  any  children  who  appear  to  be 
in  need  of  medical  advice  or  treatment. 

(d)  Voluntary  Bodies. — The  Derbyshire  Schools’  Camping  Asso- 
ciation has  been  already  mentioned  as  the  organisers  of  a camp  to 
which  children  go  from  this  area.  The  annual  Health  Week  is 
arranged  in  co-operation  with  the  Derbyshire  Health  Week  Com- 
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mittee.  At  the  Royal  Institution  for  the  Deaf  in  Derby  several 
children  who  are  totally  deaf  are  maintained.  The  National  Society 
for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children,  through  their  energetic 
district  inspector,  is  always  ready  to  give  any  assistance  in  its  power. 
The  Tuberculosis  After-Care  Committee  is  willing  to  help  in  the 
welfare  of  tuberculous  school  children.  Medical  treatment  for  the 
children  is  available  and  is  made  full  use  of  at  the  Ilkeston  Hospital 
and  at  the  various  hospitals  in  Derby  and  Nottingham.  The 
Ilkeston  Rotary  Club  sent  ten  children  to  the  annual  camp  and  the 
British  Legion  has  assisted  children  in  various  ways.  In  May,  the 
Dental  Board  of  the  United  Kingdom  sent  down  a demonstrator 
who  gave  interesting  talks  on  the  care  of  the  teeth,  in  all  the  senior 
schools. 

XIII.— BLIND,  DEAF  AND  EPILEPTIC  CHILDREN. 

(a)  Defective  children  are  ascertained  by  the  medical  officer  at 
routine  and  special  inspections  at  the  schools  and  during  examination 
at  the  clinic.  They  are  also  discovered  as  a result  of  visits  of  the 
school  nurses,  and  reports  made  by  the  attendance  officers  and 
teachers.  Many  defective  children  are  in  fact  ascertained  before  they 
reach  school  age  through  the  work  of  the  school  nurses  when  acting 
as  health  visitors,  and  a list  of  such  children  is  maintained.  Special 
efforts  are  made  to  discover  mentally  deficient  children  by  examining 
those  children  who  are  reported  by  the  teachers  as  being  backward. 
A comprehensive  record  on  a card  system  is  kept  of  all  defective 
and  exceptional  children,  and  medical  examinations  are  made  from 
time  to  time  and  necessary  treatment  is  advised. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  13  children  whose  vision  was 
so  defective  that  they  were  unable  to  use  the  ordinary  school 
books.  These  children  are  allowed  to  attend  school  under  special 
conditions  which  have  been  laid  down  by  the  ophthalmic  surgeon. 

There  were  three  totally  deaf  children  belonging  to  this  Area 
being  educated  in  the  Royal  Institution  for  the  Deaf  in  Derby  at 
the  end  of  the  year. 

As  regards  epilepsy  there  were  two  children  excluded  from  school 
on  account  of  severe  epilepsy. 

There  were  40  cases  of  organic  heart  disease  at  the  end  of  the 
year  and  of  these,  5 were  excluded  from  school  owing  to  the  severity 
of  the  condition.  The  remaining  35  were  attending  school,  some  of 
them  under  various  restrictions  as  regards  their  times  of  attendance 
and  participation  in  games. 
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The  number  of  children  suffering  from  serious  crippling  defects 
was  46  at  the  end  of  the  year,  and  of  these,  4 children  were  excluded 
from  school. 

(b)  Those  mentally  defective  children  whose  defect  is  not  so 
severe  as  to  render  them  ineducable  are  taught  in  special  classes  in 
many  schools.  Three  of  these  classes  have  specially  certified 
teachers. 

The  remaining  mental  defectives  who  are  considered  ineducable 
are  reported  to  the  County  Authority  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Mental  Deficiency  Act. 

(c)  No  special  School  is  maintained  by  the  Authority. 

XIV.— FULL-TIME  COURSES  OF  HIGHER  EDUCATION 
FOR  BLIND,  ETC.,  STUDENTS. 

This  Authority  has  no  power  with  regard  to  schemes  for  Higher 
Education. 


XV.— NURSERY  SCHOOLS. 

No  Nursery  Schools  have  been  established  by  this  Authority. 

It  is  intended  to  proceed  with  the  scheme  mentioned  in  last 
year’s  report  to  provide  nursery  classes  in  certain  infant  schools. 
It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  classrooms  will  be  reconstructed  so  as  to 
be  on  a really  modern  open-air  principle.  These  nursery  classes  are 
urgently  needed. 

XVI.— SECONDARY  SCHOOLS  AND  OTHER  INSTITUTIONS 

OF  HIGHER  EDUCATION. 

These  do  not  come  within  the  power  of  this  Authority.  The 
scholars  of  the  Secondary  School,  however,  take  part  in  all  the 
activities  of  the  Annual  Health  Week. 

XVII.— PARENTS’  PAYMENTS. 

Children  Attending  Public  Elementary  Schools. — The  arrange- 
ments for  recovering  the  cost  of  treatment  from  parents  varies  with 
the  different  services.  At  the  minor  ailment  clinic  no  charge  is 
made  but  a collecting  box  is  maintained  for  voluntary  contributions. 
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The  parents  and  children  who  attend  the  ophthalmic  clinic  are 
expected  to  purchase  spectacles  if  prescribed.  But  in  circumstances 
of  poverty  the  cases  are  reviewed  by  the  Education  Committee. 
During  1934  the  Committee  sanctioned  26  spectacles  to  be  provided 
free  and  4 spectacles  at  a reduced  cost.  At  the  dental  clinic  a box 
is  kept  for  contributions. 

With  regard  to  recovering  the  cost  of  the  operation  for  the 
removal  of  tonsils  and  adenoids  an  enquiry  is  made  into  the  means  of 
each  family  and  this  is  verified  by  communicating  with  the  employers. 
The  Committee  then  review  the  facts  relating  to  each  individual 
case  and  settle  the  amount  which  the  parents  will  have  to  pay. 
In  order  to  assist  the  Committee  to  deal  with  every  case  in  a similar 
manner  a scale  of  charges  related  to  income  has  been  drawn  up. 

The  method  of  recovering  the  cost  of  orthopaedic  treatment  and 
the  provision  of  appliances  is  somewhat  similar.  The  circumstances 
of  each  case  are  considered  by  the  Committee  who  decide  what 
proportion  of  the  cost  the  parents  shall  be  called  upon  to  pay. 


XVIII.— HEALTH  EDUCATION. 

Throughout  the  year  instruction  in  health  matters  is  given  by 
the  teachers  in  all  schools.  During  Health  Week  the  instruction  is 
of  an  intensive  nature  and  in  1934  this  was  held  duiing  the  first 
week  in  October.  Parties  of  teachers  paid  visits  to  places  of  interest 
from  a hygienic  point  of  view  in  the  previous  week  so  as  to  be  pre- 
pared to  give  talks  to  the  scholars  on  the  particular  subject  during 
the  Health  Week.  These  visits  were  made  to  the  following  places  : — - 
Harlow  Wood  Orthopaedic  Hospital,  the  Midland  Agricultural 
College  and  Dairy  Farm,  Boots'  Factory  at  Beeston,  the  Nottingham 
Institute  for  the  Blind,  and  the  Ilkeston  and  Heanor  Water  Works. 
During  Health  Week  six  lectures  illustrated  by  lantern  slides  were 
given  in  the  Town  Hall  by  the  School  Medical  Officer  and  these 
were  attended  by  1,680  children.  Essays  were  written  on  the  sub- 
ject of  the  lecture  by  the  children  and  prizes  were  given  for  the  best 
essays  in  each  school.  On  two  afternoons  during  the  week  exhibi- 
tions of  health  films  were  given  in  the  King’s  Picture  House,  and 
these  were  witnessed  by  about  2,500  children.  The  pupils  in  the 
seven  infant  schools  performed  simple  health  plays  or  gave  recita- 
tions, while  many  schools  drew  up  excellent  health  posters. 
Appropriate  literature  was  provided  by  various  voluntary  bodies 
for  distribution  in  the  schools. 
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XIX. — SPECIAL  INQUIRIES. 

Vaccination. — The  continuation  ot  an  inquiry  to  ascertain  the 
extent  to  which  children  are  protected  against  small  pox  gave 
figures  which  are  very  similar  to  the  previous  year.  Among 
the  1,603  children  in  the  code  groups  who  underwent  routine 
inspection  during  the  year  the  percentage  number  of  children  found 
to  be  vaccinated  against  small  pox  was  as  follows  : —
